Officialdom’s Logic 


WITH THE SAME LO@IC HE DISPLAYED DURING AND AFTER LAST YEAR'S 
ELECTION CAMPAIGN, MAYOR GEORGE CHRISTOPHER CAME TO GRIPS WITH 
THE "GAY BAR" SCANDALS IN SAN FRANCISCO. HE CALLED FOR A TOP-= 
LEVEL MEETING OF CITY AND STATE OFFICIALS TO COORDINATE PLANS 
FOR CRACKING DOWN ON BARS FREQUENTED BY HOMOSEXUALS, THE HON- 
ORABLE MAYOR'S CONCERN WAS THE INDICTMENT OF SEVEN POLICEMEN 
FOR BRIBERY = AND OBVIOUSLY, TO HIM, THE VICTIM WAS THE GUILTY 
PARTY, FOR HE REASONED, AND QUITE LOGICALLY, THAT IF GAY BARS 
ARE ELIMINATED, TEMPTATION TO THE POLICE TO HARRASS THESE ES-= 
TABLISHMENTS AND TO TAKE PAYOFFS WILL ALSO BE ERASED. 





HOWEVER, THE MAN WHO LAST YEAR COULD NOT BRING HIMSELF TO MEN= 
TION THAT EVIL WORD EVEN THOUGH HIS POLITICAL OPPONENT HAD AT= 
TACKED HIM ON THE GROUNDS THAT "ORGANIZED HOMOSEXUALS" WERE 
FLOURISHING BENEATH HIS NOSE, STILL CANNOT FACE THE ISSUE SQUARE- 
LY. 


WE ADMIRED MAYOR CHRISTOPHER WHEN HE FACED THE PROBLEM OF CRIME 
IN THE FILLMORE DISTRICT BY CALLING A iWEETING OF POLICE AUTHOR- 
ITIES AND NEGRO LEADERS OF THAT COMMUNITY TO DISCUSS THE MATTER, 
WE ADMIRED MAYOR CHRISTOPHER TOO WHEN HE FACED THE PROBLEM OF 
WVENILE DELINQUENCY BY CALLING A SIMILAR SESSION BETWEEN AU- 
THORITIES AND JUVENILE GANG LEADERS. BUT OUR ADMIRATION DOES 
NOT EXTEND TO THE MANNER IN WHICH THE "GAY BAR" SITUATION IS BE= 
ING HANDLED. HOW CAN ANY DISCUSSION OF THIS PARTICULAR PROBLEM 
REAP ANY CONCRETE RESULTS WITHOUT REPRESENTATION FROM THE BAR 
MANAGEMENT OR THE HOMOSEXUAL MINORITY ITSELF? 





AS HAS BEEN POINTED OUT TO HIS HONOR THROUGH SCREAMING HEADLINES, 
THERE EXISTS IN HIS CITY TWO ORGANIZATIONS WHO ARE DEEPLY CON- 
CERNEO WITH THE PROBLEMS OF THE HOMOSEXUAL MINORITY AND ITS RE= 
LATION TO SOCIETY = THE DAUGHTERS OF BILITIS AND THE MATTACHINE 








SOCIETY, BOTH ORGANIZATIONS HAVE EXPRESSED THEIR WILLINGNESS 
TO WORK WITH CIVIC OFFICIALS; BOTH HAVE BEEN REJECTED. 


RATHER THE OFFICIALS SAY THEY WILL DEVISE STRICTER MEASURES TO 
DEAL WITH "GAY BARS" = EVEN THOUGH STATE LAW PERMITS HOMOSEXUALS 
TO GATHER IN PUBLIC PLACES. WE ASK THEN DO THEY WISH TO ENFORCE 
THE LAW OR BREAK IT? WE SOMETIMES FIND IT VERY DIFFICULT TO DIF- 
FERENTIATE. 


TO TRY TO PIN DOWN THESE OFFICIALS AS TO JUST WHAT IT IS ABOUT 
THESE BARS THEY OBJECT TO JIS QUITE A FEAT = THE REASON OBVIOUSLY 
BEING JUST BECAUSE OF THE GROUP THEY CATER TO. AND IF THE LAW 
THWARTS THEM IN THEIR EFFORTS TO WIPE THEM OUT, THEY'LL FIND SOME 
LOOPHOLE OR "DEVISE" NEW INTERPRETATIONS OF THE CODE. 


THE CRUX OF THE MATTER HAS BEST BEEN EXPRESSED IN A LETTER TO THE 
EDITOR IN THE SAN FRANCISCO CHRONICLE: 


"GENERALLY SPEAKING, ALL OF THESE BARS ARE RUN QUIETLY AND WITH- 
OUT TROUBLE OR BRAWLING. IF THEY WERE TO BE CLOSED SOLELY BECAUSE 
THEY ARE MEETING PLACES FOR HOMOSEXUALS, THE POLICE WOULD FIND HO- 
MOSEXUALS CRUISING THE STREETS, THE PARKS AND VARIOUS OTHER PUBLIC 
PLACES. FOR CLOSING THE BARS OF THIS TYPE WILL MOST ASSUREDLY NOT 
END THE PROBLEM . . « BUT WORSEN IT IN MY ESTIMATION, 


"HOMOSEXUALITY 1S HERE TO STAY, WHETHER THE POLICE LIKE IT OR NOT, 
AND IT WOULD SEEM THAT IF SUCH BARS WERE TOLERATED, WHERE A MODI- 
CUM OF INSPECTION COULD BE MAINTAINED BY THE POLICE, IT WOULD BE 

FAR PREFERABLE TO HAVING THESE PEOPLE MAKING MORE PUBLIC CONTACTS. 


"IN MY ESTIMATION IT 1S TIME PEOPLE WOKE UP TO THE FACTS OF LIFE 
AND ADMITTED THAT HOMOSEXUALITY, AS KINSEY HAS PROVEN, IS A RE- 
ALITY WITH A LARGE PERCENTAGE OF PEOPLE WHETHER THE INDIVIDUAL 
WISHES IT SO OR NOT," - DEL MARTIN 


MAYOR CHRISTOPHER MADE THE HEADLINES AGAIN RECENTLY WHEN HE RE- 
CEIVED A LETTER FROM J. C. RUSSELL, CITIZEN, WHO PROPOSED A CITY 
TAX LEVIED AGAINST THOSE WEARING SHORTS AND SLACKS, RUSSELL FIG- 
URED A PROPER CHARGE FOR LADIES WOULD BE $5 uP TO 125 LBS.; 310 
BETWEEN 125 AND 150 LBS.; AND $50 FROM 150 LBS. UP. MEN IN BER} 
MUDAS WOULD PAY MORE = A FLAT $100. THE MAYOR'S COMMENT: "YOU

NO OTHER WRITER ON LESBIANISM TODAY IS SO WIDELY DIS- 
CUSSED, HEATEDLY BERATED AND ARDENTLY DEFENDED AS [ISS 
ANN ALDRICH. FEW OTHER LESBIANS HAVE AS UNFAIRLY TREAT= 
ED THEIR FELLOW LESBIANS. NOw IN HER THIRD BOOK UNDER 
THIS PSEUDONYM, MISS ALDRICH HAS TAKEN A NEW TACK WITH 
VERY DIFFERENT RESULTS. THIS IS HER BEST CONTRIBUTION 
TO DATE, AND | SAY THIS IN ALL SINCERITY, DESPITE THE 
FACT THAT SHE HAS UNJUSTLY AND UNFAIRLY CRITICIZED THE 
LADDER AND THE DAUGHTERS OF BILITIS. TO BE SURE, THIS 
1S HER BEST CONTRIBUTION BECAUSE SHE HAS RETIRED TO THE 
POSITION OF EDITOR. MOST OF THE CONTENTS OF THIS BOOK 
ARE BY DISTINGUISHED NOVELISTS AND PSYCHOLOGISTS, 


THE BOOK BEGINS WITH LENGTHY EXCERPTS FROM THE ILLU- 
SIONIST BY FRANCOISE MALLET, THE HEARTH 4ND THE STRANGE- 
NESS BY Ne MARTIN KRAMER (BEATRICE WRIGHT), THE PRICE 

OF SALT BY CLAIRE WORGAN (PATRICIA HIGHSMITH), AND THE 
SHORT STORY, PAUL'S i ISTRESS, BY GUY DE WMAUPASSANT. FOL- 
LOWING THESE IS AN ORIGINAL SHORT STORY BY AN UNDIS- 
CLOSED AUTHOR, TWO OF THESE FIVE PIECES ARE SYMPATHET- 
IC; ALL ARE ARTISTIC. 


THE SECOND SECTION IS ON PSYCHOLOGY. IT INCLUDES UN- 
BIASED COMMENTS FROM SIGMUND FREUD, SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR 
AND CLARA THOWPSON. 


THE THIRD SECTION BEGINS WITH SOME OF THE POOREST PARTS 
OF ivISS ALDRICH'S SECOND BOOK, WE TOO iWUST LOVE (FAWCETT, 
1958). THIS IS FOLLOWED BY AN ANONYMOUS AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
SECTION BY A WELL ADJUSTED, EXCEEDINGLY HAPPY LESBIAN. 
THIS SHORT PIECE IS WELL CONSTRUCTED AND |S ALONE WELL 
WORTH THE PRICE OF THE BOOK, 


THEN COMES THE PART | ADMITTEDLY FIND HARD TO REVIEW OB- 
JECTIVELY, FOR IT CONCERNS \ViISS ALDRICH'S REACTION TO THE 
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LADDER. With her witty knife ever in hand, she slashes 
to ribbons every story without exception that appeared in 
THE LADDER during the year 1958.(including two written by 
this reviewer). She laughs out loud at Del Martin's 
defense of Phyllis Lyon in the article, "Is Our Editor 
Burly?" She misinterprets the letter written by a mother 
concerning her daughter's happy, constructive Lesbian re- 
lationship. I say this with some measure of authority, 
for my mother wrote the article in question. Miss Aldrich 
bluntly loathes THE LADDER and she goes out of her way to 
make it very clear. 


The last chapter is a selection of letters ostensibly writ- 
ten by Lesbians to Miss Aldrich praising her as a "beacon 
on a dark night." 


In sum total the book is about half for and half against 
Lesbianism, with the editor surprisingly on the against 
Side. One wonders how Miss Aldrich feels way up there 
judging and defiling her people. 


Ann of 10,000 Words Plus 


I have just had such a hilarious hour with 4mn Aldrich's 
CAROL IN A THOUSAND CITIES that I must try to share the 
fun. I am not laughing at the well selected anthology 
of fiction and psychiatry. That I didn't read because 
the originals are on my shelves, and believe me, to get 
even parts of them on anyone's for 50 cents is the bar- 
gain of the year. (Adv. - and free!) 


No, it's the introduction, and the things “written es- 
pecially for this volume," and the letters in "Please 

Listen to Me," and the naively spiteful (and sometimes 
inaccurate) chapter on THE LADDER that have me hopping 
with the glee of a puzzle solver. Because whatever her 
pretense, Miss (or Mrse?) Aldrich wrote every word of 

them - or edited with such vigor that thev are all un- 


mistakably from one pen. This tempts one irresistibly 
into Literary Sleuthing, that game played so thrillingly 
by real 'buffs' in highbrow quarterlies. And this game 
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is not without bearing on her needling of THE LADDER, 
much of which was aimed at the fiction.e 


Miss Aldrich doesn't admit to writing fiction herself. 

Even if her three volumes on gay life in NYC read a good { 
deal like it, they are sufficiently literal reportage to 
have got her boycotted by several gay bars in that city ~ 
the patrons don't oare to be used as copye However, it's 
a matter of general knowledge that she is also Vin Packer, 
who has written above a dozen Gold Medal paper-back 
originals, perhaps a quarter of them known to mee What 
these reveal is superlative early training in Writing 

to Sell, and something like diarrhea of the pene She 

can take anything from campus panty raids to juvenile 
delinquents to St. Malo resorters, and rip off something 
to keep one's eyes on the page for half an evening ~ andy 
I suspect, put enough coins in the piggy bank to live 
better in NYC than I could. (So this is sour grapes?) 


Now, by a “literary explicator's" comparison of style, 
background, names, allusions, etc., one may in addition 
infer beyomd reasonable doubt that she is also Ann 
Bannon, parent of the Laura-Beth series: ODD GIRL OUT, 
I AM A WOMAN, WOMEN IN THE SHADOWS, and JOURNEY TO A 
WOMAN. (Don't all these WOMEN mean something, Dre 
Freud? ) 


So what? Well, 1) the gal is so acrobatically slick 

that the pore li'l amateur shorteshorts for THE LADDER 
seem pretty rough-hewn to her. (Be comforted. The best 
comp teacher I ever knew said: "Anybody can say some- 
thing in 1000 words, When you can say it in 100 you*ll 
be there.") However, for psychological reasons she 
attacks the matter, not the manner, Why? 2) Purely 
hypothetical but plausible: Packer's SPRING FIRE and 
Bannon's quartet are fruits of some young but searing 
experience(6?) which somebody has had to write out of 
her system. Then she got herself psyched = or maybe 
employed Horney's “self-analysis" - and decided to Grow 
Out of It. Sawa lot of life at first hand and paid her 
way by using it as fictional copye Also doubtless got 
plenty of chances to quit being “emotionally arrested" 
in the Freudian sense. Whether she took them or how 











well she liked them you can jolly well read and guess 
for yourself. I'm not going to court! 


OK now, Mature Girl and Professional Writer. Where did 
you acquire the notion that fiction should Teach a 
Lesson? Isn't THE LADDER published primarily for Les- 
tians? Why should every story in it preach the philo- 
sophy of DOB or anyone else? Why carp at DOB's follow- 
ing this century's trend to picture Things as They Are? 
or even occasionally last century's Things as We Wish 
They Were? Do all your stories bear a Message? 


eeeWell, maybe not. But the total score of titles 
strips someone a bit bare, and for my money someone's 
not sure just who she is. Pecple Who Live in Glass 
Houses Should Undress in the Dark.

We didn't think you cared. For it has been two years 
(April, 1958) since we published our "Open Letter to Ann 
Aldrich" in THE LADDER. 


It is indeed flattering to note that you felt us import- 
ant enough in the field of Lesbianism to devote so much 
time in writing your reply, to say nothing of the space 
allotted us in CAROL IN A THOUSAND CITIES. We are always 
pleased to learn that our magazine is so thoroughly read. 
For you have certainly wrung out THE LADDER - "Rung by 
Runge" 


But as we pointed out in our "open Letter", you have a 
tendency to center your attention on the “bizarre.” And 
we must admit that it does make good copy! We further 
admit that THE LADDER is not professional ~ we're sure 
that there were many more blunders in the 1958 issues 
which you graciously overlooked. 


However, just as we indicated in our infamous "Open Let- 
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ter" that you had not given the Lesbian a fair hearing 

in WE WALK ALONE and WE TOO MUST LOVE, we feel that you 
have not given THE LADDER a fair hearing in CAROL. While 
you were unable to find anything at all of merit in a 

full year's gratis subscription (we found it only fair 

to advise you of what was being said about your works), ' 
another author found material in the September and October 
issues worth quoting. We refer to Attorney Morris Lowen- 
thal, who quoted from "Open Letter to Assemblyman John A. 
O'Connell," "Crime Story," and the report on the Matta- 
chine Society's New York Convention in his brief present- 
ed to the California Appellate Court in the Vallerga case. 


We are not great, Miss Aldrich, but we are also not as 
ridiculous as you would make us oute For anyone can take 
a piece, quote from it out of context and come up with 
inferences that were not in the original. 


So you've had a ball, Miss Aldrich, at our expense. And 
nonetheless we're flattered. For as Miss Damon points 
out in her review of CAROL, this is your best book to 
date. And we're happy to have been included - realizing, 
of course, that any praise of our organization and its 
efforts could easily have led to some blue-pencil edit- 
ing by your publisher. As you would put it, "It's better 
to have been mentioned disparagingly than never to have 
been mentioned at all" by A.A. = the Herb Caen of the 
homophile publishing world. 


We are flattered too, Miss Aldrich, because you took our 
advice. You included in this latest volume "A Happy 
Life, A Constructive Life." And we admire you too, Miss 
Aldrich, for letting the last two sentences stand: 





“Eight years ago I would have thought it rather incon- 
gruous to add the words ‘a happy" Lesbian. But despite 

my own adolescent doubts and fears, despite the thousand 
and one unhappy Lesbian novels and plays, and despite 
the Ann Aldrich exposes, believe me, = there are such 
thingsecee" -Del Martin

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In Defense of ‘Defense’ 


At the DOB convention and elsewhere, Dr. Leo J. Zeff has 
counseled the Lesbian to forego self-justification before 
society. This is food for thought to the zealous, and use- 
ful advice to the anxiety-ridden. Should it be taken lie 
terally? I wish to argue, with the utmost respect and ape 
preciation for Dr. Zeff's wisdom, insight and warmth, that 
it should not~be so takene 


All of life is a delicate balance between the personal and 
sociale To survive we need a thick enough skin to ward off 
the slings and arrows that come daily to each of us in some 
form. Without a minimum of tougheminded disregard for the 
opinions of others, life would not be tolerable for the hee# 
terosexual or the homosexual. 


But is this enough to make life tolerable? It is a great 
deal, granted ~ and a goal not yet reached by all of us. 
Yet for some, all the while that we seek to reach personal 

goals, we feel in some sense a part of that society which 

condemns use (Yes, by and large it still does so, despite 

the DOB convention and other homophile seminars, and we 

would be deluding ourselves if we thought otherwise.) 


Those of whom I speak have imbibed from early youth a feel- 
ing for their society and its strivings, a certain rever- 
ence for the best it has done, thought and said, and a de- 
sire to keep up its wrk. However misguided and evil men 
and women have been, they have also sought truth and beauty. 


The cream of what mankind has gathered in its generations 
of seeking is stored up in its learning, its art, its scie 
ence = its culture and high traditions. This is not only 
worth caring about, it is worth improving upon - and this 
requires the efforts of each one who is able. Can we be a 
member of a society and not care what it says? Once ine 
oculated with social awareness, the virus remains, though 
it may lead to struggle. The struggle may broaden and en- 
lighten both us and the society we are part of. 
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Is this naive? All desire for reform is naive, yet some 
of it bears fruit. Is it presumptuous? No, for the homo- 
sexual is part of mankind, and has already contributed 
much to it - and his desire to have this fact recognized 
cannot therefore be presuming. 





Is it "defensive"? Undoubtedly so - which need not be an 
epithet. Why should not those who have been attacked by 
society defend themselves before society if they care 

at all about society and themselves? And perhaps even 
deeper than the care about society - but tied up with it 
inextricably - is a care about the truth. Men will ar- 
gue for a long time about the morality of homosexuality, 
or about its causation; but there are certain elementary 
truths about homosexuals which are not known to the ma- 
jority: who homosexuals are, what they are really like, 
thet they are often decent, useful citizens, and so on. 
To care to see the truth brought out into the open may 
serve the purpose of self~justification, but it is more 
than that; it is a concern with something larger. 


Inner peace may indeed require a partial withdrawal from 
what the world says and thinks. But if such a withdrawal 
is complete, then there is no larger concern or responsi- 
bility. And the homosexual must either shut himself up - 
in his own “gay” world, or he must be content to move in 
the outside world in disguise forever. This is a plea 
for involvement, and not withdrawal,

Miriam Gardner and Jan Fraser have presented clearly the dilemma 
in which the married Lesbian finds herself. You must admit that 
the problems are serious, heartbreaking and unsolvable enough, 
without the additional burden of unacceptance by those who should 
be the first to understand and accept. 


Perhaps you will argue, Meredith, that you do not condemn the mr- 
ried Lesbian per Seeeebut only the manner in which she conducts 

her life. You insist upon the reaching of a decision, of a choice, 
irrevocable, between homosexuality and heterosexuality. And once 
that choice is made, you expect the other aspect of the bi-~sexual's 
nature to disappear...or, at least, to be pushed down forever out 
of sight. 


It is not that simple. Nothing involving our basic nature is that 
sinple. We may try...and we may succeed...for a while...but soon- 
er or later there will be an eruption. I won't venture here into 
the matter of the psychology of suppression or repression of fune 
damental urgese..or into the possible outlets or sublimations 
which may take place in the effort of the bi-sexual to solve his 


problem. This is a field for a more professional and authoritae 
tive voice than mine. 


I can only add my plea to that of the many others who must bear 
this bitter burden...that you grant us your sympathy, your under- 
standing, and your friendship.

"It was with increasing amazement that I read: "WHY AMI A 
LUSBIAN", published in the June issue of THE LADDER. And I am 
convinced that the writers of this ‘informative' material are 
themselves in doubt as to what constitutes a real, genuine, au- 
thentic Lesbian. I admit, along with many authorities, that 
there are, unfortunately, various imitations, many so-called 
"acquired" homosexuals, both male and female. However, there 
is a type of Lesbian who cannot be anything but homosexual; 

and this is the type who, in my opinion, was either born an 
invert, or was so conditioned very early in her life. 


"J am sure that the humblest of Lesbians knows considerably more 
about being a Lesbian than Dr, Kinsey does, with all due respect 
to that gentlemen and his vast knowledge. But regardless of how 
many Lesbians one may meet, or speak with, nothing can equate the 


actual experiences of a homosexual woman, Naturally, one Lesbian 


cannot speak for the group as a whole; but I feel that it is my 
privilege to speak for myself and to discredit what I find un- 
believable in this recent article. Surely, I cannot be the only 
one who feels this way. 


"To begin with, I would like to consider the emotional angle, 
which seems to be entirely omitted in this article, "WHY AMI A 
LESBIAN." I would like to consider a young Lesbian of, say, 
five years; a child who as yet knows nothing of the sex-act, 
pregnancy, society, or what have you. This child, if she is a 
true Lesbian, will be, even at this early age, attracted to 
other female children, experiencing a strange emotional attache 
ment. She may have little companions of the male sex for whom 
she may feel a certain affection, but the emotional attachment 
she feels for little girls (or perhaps just one little girl 
singled out of the group) will be entirely different. This is 
the very important emotional angle, which I feel was overlooked 
in the above-mentioned article. 


"This importent aspect of homosexuality, the emotional angle, 
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begins very early, long before any physical tendencies occur; 
and it continues, increasing in intensity, until the bewildered 
victim of these strange emotional torments finally realizes what 
role she must play. 


As far as mere physical attraction is concerned, I would say 
that this article is correct. Perhaps a woman who is apprehene 
sive concerning pregnancy might enjoy sexual experiences with 
another woman, thereby being able to release all her fears, 
and relax. Perhaps the dictates of society might even lead two 
frustrated women into physical intimacy. This certainly must be 
true in many cases, All of the "reasons" you quoted must have 
been true, at one time or another, for some women. However, I 
would hesitate to combine these explanations in an article 
which attempts clarification of the entire origin of female homoe 
sexuality. These pressures you have listed could scarcely 
create a Lesbian (as one of your writers did point out). Being 
a Lesbian means considerably more than having a physical need. 
Being a Lesbian is a delicately balanced condition, which very 
few understand, including some Lesbians themselves, It inter-

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relates both the emotional and the physical, if it is to be con-= 
sidered genuine. 


"I realize that these published replies are all personal, answer= 
ing the question: "Why are you a Lesbian?"; but I am disappoint- 
ed, and even dismayed, that not one of these replies gave any 
cognizance to the basic, fundamental factor comprising Lesbian~ 
ism itself. These "reasons" that you listed are just that: 
reasons, superficial explanations. The true Lesbian, when 
queried, cannot tell you “why" in so many glib phrases. She 
surely recognizes that she is; but the "why" of it evades her. 

To illustrate further,csk a heterosexual man "why" he is a man, 
and you will encounter the identical blank stare that the gen- 
uine Lesbian will give you.e Ask a heterosexual woman “why" 

she is a woman, and you will obtain the same result. And while 
it may be true that these people can uncover physical 

evidence to support their claims, this is not the evidence we 

are asking. We are not looking for physical evidence; we are 
asking "why?" Perhaps the question itself is an unfair onee 
Perhaps there is not one of us who canreally answer “why?" In 
fact, the true Lesbian should not even consider the "why" of it. 
It is enough for her that it is. She does not know the answer 

to "why?", and she cares lesse She is a Lesbian, and she enjoys 
being sincerely what she is. Why? Who cares "why"? In my op= 
inion, the less squirming we Lesbians do, the better for all cone 
cerned. Delve if you must; soul-search, if that is your pleas- 
ure; but keep it on the level of less torturing subjects. We 
are. That is "why" enough. Living as we are, without shame, 
ready to accept our peculiarities along with the rest of human- 
ity, we should find enough happiness to last a little while, 
anyway. Asking “why" could lead to unhappiness if we pursue 

this too far, and too deep. "Why" is an unanswerable question.
